FAIR GROUNDS 


MANY THOUSANDS WITNESS THE 
FIELD CONTESTS. 


DRILLS WELL WORTH SEEING. 


The Great Fest Promises to Be One of 
the Most Successful in the As- 
sociation’s History. 


The Fair Grounds presentéd a beautiful 
sight Friday morning. Countless groups of 
Turners were out drilling as early as 6 
o'clock and from that on until 7 o’clock the 
time was spent In practice work. 

Some of the drills are very beautiful and 
to those who have no idea of the German 
system of developing muscle the exercises 
are a revelations The calisthenic drills 
are conducted precisely like a military drill 
with arms. A steel nickel-plated round bar 
weighing five pounds takes the place of the 
musket, and every movement of these 
“wands,” as they are called, brings into 
play some muscle of the body. All the early 
morning hour whole companies of Turners 


, 
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for the beginning of the class competition 
was 7 Brrr but it was after 8 before the 
classes got to work. The judges were also 
late in arriving which was another cause of 
delay, much to the discomfiture of Director 
Muegge and General Manager Stechter. 

At the hour of beginning there were not 
many people in the grand-stand, but as 
the forenoon wore away they came in large 
numbers. 

It is to be regretted that better and more 
compact facilities have not been afforded 
for the acquiring of information. Even 
the turners are greatly at sea. Delegation 
after delegation wander about the grounds 
hunting their places, and though there is 
a nominal bureau of information it has lit- 
tle or no information to give. 

There are no accommodations for the En- 
glish press and no general press headquar- 
ters. There is a press telephone, but it is 
located in a small booth which is locked, 
the key in the pocket of Dr. Preetorius, 
and the doctor is home in bed. 

At 8 o’clock the bugle sounded and the 
various classes in competition drill began 
to assemble on the green sward in front of 
the grand stand. The classes were di- 
vided into three groups. Group I consisted 
of classes numbering from 8 to 18 men, 
and operated under the direction of Emil 
Woerner and K. Backhusen. 

Group II consisted of classes numbering 
from 19 to 38 men, and were under the 
direction of Otto Boettger and K. Keck- 
rith. Group III consisted of classes num- 
bering from 39 to 58 men, under the direc- 
tion of Albert Nathan and Oscar Ernst. 

The competitive work of the morning@on- 
sisted chiefly of the prescribed exercises 
with steel wands; putting the = sixteen-

The drill with the steel wands by the 
various classes was by far the most pictur- 
esque and interesting. These varied exer- 
cises took up the time from 8:30 until noon, 
and were engaged in by perhaps 2,000 turn-

were out on the green sward going through 
the drill. Their wands flashing in the bright 
sunlight, their bodies swaying in the evolu- 
tions with military precision, afforded a 
strikingly beautiful picture. 


Thursday’s physical exercises had to be 
materially curtailed because of the lateness 
of the hour at which they began. The girls’ 
Symnastic exercises were omitted and the 
relay race, from which so much was ex- 
pected, was also unsatisfactory. 

The first event of the day, the mass ex- 
ercises by the boys of the different schools, 
was due to begin at 3:15 o’clock. It was 
ulmost an hour later, however, before the 
signal for starting was given. About 1,300 
boys, ranginy in age from 9 to 12 years, 
took part in this event. 

The flag drill was followed by exercises 
upon the bucks by the boys. he young- 
eters were formed in thirty rows and the 
bucks were placed directly in front of them. 
The foremost thirty boys would start at the 
sound of a gong, leap onto the bucks, and 
at another signal down they would drop 
and hie away to the rear of the column.

The culinary arrangements on the 
grounds are quite complete. The mess hall 
occupies the old carriage hall. 

The bare room, with its rough columns, 
has been draped with the colors of Ger- 
many and America and the emblems of 
the turnerbund. Three long benches, run- 
ning almost the whole length of the room, 
have been built. On each side are benches 
which are expected to accommodate 2,000 
at a sitting. The cuisine is in charge of 
Gus Gundelfinger. He has four assitants 
and fifty men waiters to serve the meals. 
Twelve cooks will be required to make the 
soup that will be served, and sixteen dish- 
washers will be employed to make ready 
for relaying the tables. Very plain meals 
will be served. One kind of soup, one kind 
of meat, potato salad and green vegeta- 
bles will comprise the menu. There will 
be no coffee, no dessert and no napkins, 
either. Three hundred gallons of soup and 
1,800 pounds of meat will be provided for 
each day’s dinner. 

There is very little drinking on the 
grounds—none at all by the working Turn- 
ers. They have no time for anything but 
muscular energy, and plenty of it, Director 
Muegge its a stern disciplinarian, and dur- 
ing the forenoon kept the classes in every 
group right up to their work. To a lay- 
man it is difficult to understand the points 
to be contested for. In fact the whole per- 
formance seemed so enerally excellent

FARMERS ARMING TO MARCH ON 
_ CLAYTON. 


NEGROES’ NECKS IN DANGER. 


Brutal Murder of Michael Prendergast 
Near Bonfils Likely to Have 
a Tragic Sequel. 


A mob is 
County. - 

It fs reported there will be a march on 
the jail at Clayton Friday night. 

The farmers of Bonfils, Bridgeton, Fergu- 
son and St. Charles declare they will lynch 
the murderers of old Farmer Prendergast, 
who was killed while trying to protect his 
corn from midnight marauders, 

Two men are under arrest charged with 
the crime. They are Walter Black and Jim 
Stuart, negroes, of Sand Town, who have 
huts almost under the shadow of the St. 
Charles bridge. The evidence against them 
is circumstantial but it is so strong that 
few in the County doubt their guilt. 

There came near being a lynching Thurs- 
day afternoon and Deputy Sheriff Atten- 
reith does not yet know what a narrow es- 
cape he had with his prisoners. The in- 
quest was held at the home of the mur- 
dered man at 4 o’clock. The house is on 
the River Bottom road, half way between 
Bonfils and St. Charles. At 4:30 the deputy 
sheriff started with his prisoners for Clay- 
ton. There is a litttle jail at Sand Town 
and the farmers thought he would take 
the negroes there for the night. Fifty of 
them laid in wait behind some maple trees 


being formed in S8t. Louis 


‘on the River Bottom road, but the deputy 


took another direction and passed through 
Bridgeton on his way to the county seat. 

Again Thursday night the farmers came 
within an ace of taking the law into their 
own hands. At 10 o'clock over 100 of them 
had gathered at the home of the Prender- 
gasts and a proposition was made that they 
go to Clayton. William Hahn favored such 
a step, John Brennan was not averse and 
Austin Tushie also urged immediate action. 
But there were many. womelf Folks in the. 
house and they got wind of the proposed 
trip and begged the men not to take it. 
They said to wait until the body of Michael 
Prendergast was underground and asked 
the men not to leave them while the corpse 
was in the house. 

So the lynching bee was postponed. 

It was a strange scene on the River Bot- 
tom road last night. The house where the 
dead man lay has four rooms and an attic. 
It is surrounded by maples. The body, 
wrapped in a sheet, was placed beside an 
open window in the little sitting-room and 
was in full views from the road. 

With the arrival of night, farmers and 
their wives came to the little home from 
all over the county. Those who were 
Catholics came to wake the body; the 
Protestants to offer sympathy to the widow 
and her daughters. The men folks, Catho- 
lics and Protestants, discussed the pro- 
posed lynching bee. 

The lowlands in this vicinity are still 
under water from the Missouri overflow, 
and from out this swamp land came a deaf- 
ening chorus as bull frogs and tree toads 
joined their garish notes. Light from the 
new moon glinted through the maples and 
showed the hundred and more farmers who 
were seated about the yard. They had 
made a number of benches by rigging up 
planks with kegs and pieces of wood as 
supports. Their teams stretched yp and 
down the road. Some of the horses had 
been taken out and turned loose; others 
were hitched in harness. Every farmer 
was there to remain until after the funeral 
Friday morning, and then they would orgah- 
ize the county for the march on Clayton, 
This was the decision at ll o’clock Thurs- 
day night. 

While the men folks were thus discus- 
sing’ the matter outside the women were 
gathered in the sitting-room. Candles were 
burning brightly at the head of the body, 
and all could be plainly seen from the road. 


Crime has been rampant in the county 
all winter and early spring. There have 
been innumerable thefts, hardly a farmer 
having escaped without losing something, 
from a valuable team to a chicken or a 
sack of corn. The murder of Michael Pren- 
dergast was the direct outcome of this 
thievery and his death at the hands of 
midnight prowlers is therefore brought for- 
cibly home to the hundreds who have suf- 
fered from depredations. 

“Shot down while trying to save his prop- 
erty!"’ was an expression frequently heard 
Thursday night. “It might have happened 
to any of us,’’ another would say and then 
would come a more unanimous decision 
than ever to lynch the murderers. 

No man was better known in the Bottoms 
than Michael Prendergast. He had reared 
a large family and four of his daughters 
are married—two to farmers in that vicin- 
ity and two to men in St. Louls. He was

F o Rallway as entered by 
burglars two months ago.. Thursday night 
the burglars returned and beat young Or- 
ville Cale till he lay insensible in his 
father’s barn. Then they bound him hand 
and foot and left him. 

Mr. Cale’s residence, 3047 North Taylor 
avenue, igs somewhat isolated. It is sur- 
rounded by spacious grounds, and the neigh- 
borhood is not thickly settled. 

One night Orville Cale was awakened by 
a noise downstairs, and told his brother, 
Charles A. Cale, he believed there were 
burglars in the house. His brother laughed 
at him, but Orville investigated. Although 
but 17 years old, he has plenty of courage. 
He went downstairs and searched the parlor 
from which the noise seemed to come. His 
brother laughed at him more derisively 
than ever when he returned without having 
found anyone. 

Five minutes later Orville heard the noise 
again, but it seemed to be in the yard. 
Cautiously raising the window and looking 
out he saw a man standing near the house 
and another crawling from the dining-room 
window, Orville’s shot-gun was in the room, 


and seizing it he returned to the window. 
The two men were running across the lawn 
toward the barn. As they reached the barn 
Orville fired both barrels. One of the men 
yelled, but they continued their flight and 
escaped. The gun was loaded with bird shot. 

The report of the gun aroused the mem- 
bers of the househoid and the few neigh- 
bors of the Cales. The dining-room was 
found to have been stripped of all the 
solid silverware, but it was found on the 
lawn between the barn and the house, tied 
in a table-cloth. 

Orville was the hero of the day, but the 
episode was about forgotten, when a note, 
found pinned to the barn door Sunday night 
two weeks ago, brought it to mind. Orville 
and his brother attend to their horses in 
person, On going out to the stable that 
night they found the note where it had been 
pinned in such a way that it could not es- 
cape their attention. It was in an uncouth 
hand and with misspelled words. It read 
as follows: 

Dear Orvall: We know now that you 
are the one that shot us that Sunday 
night. We will be back. Look out for 
your skull. ag 
The boys showed the note to their father, 

who turned it over to the policeman on 
the beat. . The police apparently paid no 
attention to it. 


Thursday night the house was crowded 
with guests, and Orville went out alone 
to attend to the horses. It was later than 
usual, about 8 o’clock, and quite dark. 

As he entered the barn door two men 
seized him. Orville made a desperate strug- 
gie, and was able for a time to defend 
himself, as he is something of an athiete. 
Finally one of the men succeeded in pin- 
foning his arms, and the other dealt him a 
blow over the left temple, which felled him. 
Then one of the méen caught h'm by the 
throat and choked him so it was impossible 
for him to cry for help. Then they kicked 
him till he lost consciousness. 

When he revived he was being bound hand 
and foot with a rope by his assailants. One 
of them told him if he made an outcry he 
would be killed. 

“You shot at us,” one of his assailants 
ite “and we will get even with you for 


The men withdrew a few feet and held 
a whispered conversation. Orville could 
hear their voices but he could not distin- 
uish the words. The voices were evidently 
isguised and he could not recognize them. 

After a few moments the men returned. 

e barn was in total darkness and though 
the — strained his eyes he could not 
meee ef their faces.

The boy waited until they were out of 
hearing and then cried for help.

For more than three-quarters of an hour 
the boy lay on the barn floor unable to 
move.

_— He was able to return to school Fri- 
ay. 

Mr. Cale reported the assault to the po- 
lice of Capt. Campbell's district shortly af- 
ter it occurred. Young Cale, however, 
could give no description of the men, hav- 
ing been unable to discerm in the dark 
whether they were white or black. There. 
is no clew to their identity save. the fact 
evidenced by the note, that they were ac- 
quainted with the young man and had 
means uf ascertaining that it was he who 
shot at them. 

Mr. Cale stated Friday that no attention 
was paid the matter by the police at the 
time he turned the threatening note over 
to them. 

“Even the sergeant knew nothing about 
the note when I reported the assault last 
night,”’ said Mr. ‘Cale. 

‘‘Hee said he had been told that the police- 
man to whom I gave it had handed it to 
the captain, so he did not bother about it 
himself.”’ 


GOT ‘EM GOING. 


Ohio Republicans on the Run Because 
of Cincinnati Stealing and 
the Spiritualists.

CINCINNATI, O., May 7.—Republican 
politicians here and in ,Washington are 
greatly wrought up over the recent develop- 
ments here that seemingly indicate whole- 
sale corruption among Republican munici- 
pal leaders. It is feared that a systematic, 
searching investigation will result in dis- 
aster to the Republican party in Ohio this 
fall. 

Another peculiar phase of the apparent 
situation is an announced determination

The Hon. James B. Townsend of Lima, 
O., one of Senator Brice’s*lieutenants, who 
is a radical Spiritualist, is quoted as say- 
ing that the following counties will thus be 
thrown to the Democrats at the fall elec- 
tion: Delaware, Marion, Knox, Highland, 
Franklin, Hardin, Summit, Preble, Morgan, 
Noble and Adams. 

The Republican State Centra] Committee 
will meet in Columbus to-day. Maj. Dick, 
who comes as the representative of Hanna, 
has held a conference with Gov. Bushnell, 
and it is said many of the points of dispute 
have been tompromised.

SENSATION AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Illinois House Employe Says He Was 
Mistaken for a Representative 
and Offered Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 7.—A. L. Ham- 
ilton, a committee eletk of the House, ac- 
cused W. C. Garrard, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, of offering him $2,000 
for his vote on the Humphrey bills. Gar- 
rard, Ham!lton says, mistook him for Rep- 
resentative Flannigan of McLeansboro. The 
accusation created the greatest excitement 
and the confusion among the members was 
so great that the House adjourned in a few 


minutes. 

Garrard stoutly denies the accusation of 
Hamilton and says he does not know the 
man, Senator Landrigan introduced some 
man to Garrard this morning under the ap- 
prehension that it was Flannigan. 

Landrigan is a member of the State Board 
of Agriculture and is interested itn the bill 
appropriating money for the State Fair. He 
is also interested in a little bill which con- 
templates the removal of a dam ut Skillet 
Fork, in his district. This dam also affects 
land in Flannigan’s district. Landrigan was 
not acquainted with Flannigan,so Represen- 
tative Williams introduced them. They 
talked some minutes about the ih and 
separated and Landrigan left to go to the 
Senate. He says he met Garrard, who is lob- 
bying for the State Fair bill, and told him 
he should see some of the members, and 
especially Nohe, who was active against 
the measure. A page was sent to Flfnni- 
gan’s seat, but he had left, and Hamilton 
was seated there instead. 

Hamilton, not knowing that he was mis- 
taken for Flannigan, followed Landrigan, 
who tntroduced him to Garrard at the door 
of the House and left them. Hamilton's 
story is that Garrard called him into one of 
the side rotundas and after a preliminary 
talk on other bills asked him point blank 
if he would vote for the Humphrey bills. 
‘“‘We have more than 77 votes for the bilis,” 
Garrard is reported to have said, “but we 
want 9. If you vote for these bills there is 
a little present of $2,000 for you when the 
Governor signs them.” 

Hamilton gaid that he made no answer, 
but turned and walked away. He returned 
to Flannigan's seat and told Representative 
Bailey that he had just been offered $2,000 to 
vote for the Humphrey bills. 

“Why didn’t you take it?’ asked Balley 
jokingly. 

“The proposition was that I was not to get 
it until the bills were signed.”” was the an- 
swer. 

The news soon spread. Ham'iton and Gar- 
rard were brought together and Hamilton 
accused Garrard of making the offer. 

“You are mistaken,’ said Garrard. 
never met you in my life.’’ 

Haanilton stoutly maintained that Gar- 
rard was the man whom he met and whe 
tried to bribe him under the misapprehen- 
sion that he was Flannigan. 

Senator Landrigan voted against the 
Humphrey bill in the Senate and has al- 
ways opposed them. He says that Gar- 
rard asked to meet Flannigan to talk with 
him on the State Fair appropriation bill. 
He introduced some man to Garrard, but 
does not know if he made a mistake in the 
men. Flannigan says he never met Gar-

TURKISH CAVALRY.

A Turkish Brigade Marches on Volo 
and Will Probably Capture 
That Town. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Minister Terrell, 
at Constantinople, under date of yesterday, 
cables the State Department that a tele- 
gram has been received from Edhem Pasha, 
saying that he captured Pharsala on yes- 
terday and that he was pursuing the Greek 
army to Domokos. The mountain passes be- 
low Domokos could be easily defended, but 
it is reported that the Greek army is great- 
ly demoralized, and that it will offer but 
slight resistance, if any, to the advance of 
the Turks. 

The proposed mediation of the Powers be- 
tween Turkey and Greece is viewed with 
favor by the Turkish Government. 

Another batch of men who have been on 
trial charged with participating in the mas- 
sacre of Armenians in the streets of Tokat, 
District of Sivas, have been sentenced. 
Three of them have been condemned to 
death and four others have been sentenced 
to terms of from three to ten years’ impris- 
onment. : 

The authorities of Erzeroum have been 
ordered to hold eleven regiments of the fa- 
mous Hamidish cavalry in readinéss in 
case they are wanted for service in Thes- 
saly. 

A battalion of Rediffs has been sent to the 
Island of .Mytilene as a precaution against 
a possible landing of the Greeks there, 

The Turkish government last night re- 
ceived the following official dispatch from 
Pharsala: — 

“At dawn, the imperial troops having at- ° 
tacked the enemy oceupying Pharsala, from 
which place a part of the Greek troops had 
already begun to retreat during the night, 
defeated them and captured the town, 

“A division of cavalry pursued the ene- 
my on the road to Domokos, and the divis- 
ion of Khari Pasha has been ordered to 
advance In that direction. The Greeks left 
ammunition and provisions at Pharsala.” 
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RETREATED SOUTH. 


Gen. Smolenski’s Brigade Has Arrived 
at Armyro. 


ATHENS, May 7.—A dispatch just received 
from Armyro announces that Gen. Smolen- 
ski’s brigade arrived there this morning, 
after having effected a retreat from Veles- 
tino in good order. 

A panic prevails at Lamia, on the Gulf of 
Lamia, which is now the base of supplies 
for the Greek forces at Domokos. Many 
‘of the inhabitants are fleeing from the 
place, fearing it will be attacked by the 
Turks. Three vessels brought refugees 
from Lamia to the Piraeus yesterday even- 


ing. 


MARCHING ON VOLO. 


The Turks Expect to Take That Town 
in Short Order. 


LARISSA, May 7.—Many wounded Turk- 
ish soldiers were brought in here last night 
from the front. They confirm the report of 
the capture of Velestino by the Turks, 
where the fighting was severe. A Turkish 
brigade is marching on Volo, which is ex- 
pected soon to be in the hands of the Ot- 
toman troops.

MAN IN DEATH’S WAY.

HE WAS STRUCK BY A CAR. 


But the Motorman Saw Thomas Brady 
in Time to Keep From 
Killing Him, 


Thomas Brady was sandbagged and robbed 
by two men at 10 o'clock Thursday night. 
After beating their victim into dnsensibflity 
and rifling his pockets the footpads placed 
him across the Suburban tracks to be 
mangled by a motor ¢ar. 

The police have made no arrests. 

Brady is a stranger in Bt. Louis. He i{s 
a laboring man, but not of the hobo species. 
He arrived from. Toronto, Canada, and 
looked al] day for work, but was unsuc- 


cessful. In the evening he went out tn the 
West End, where he hoped to get work as 
a gardener. Again he was unsuccessful, 
and he started down-town. 

He was unfamiliar w:th the city, and when 
on Gambleton place, within a few blocks of 
the Suburban tracks, he asked some one to 
direct him down-town. He was told to walk 
to Etzel avenue and take the Suburban car. 

As he was passing a dark alley near the 
tracks he saw two men emerge. They ap- 
proached him slowly and one of them 
stopped and spoke to him, asking him the 
time. The other walked on, As Brady was 
talking to one he glanced around just in 
time to see an arm with a sand-bag in the 
hand descending. 

The blow landed on his temple and he 
knew no more. Riis assailants went through 
his pockets and took everything he had of 
Value, 

An east-bound Suburban car had just 
passed Gambleton place and Etzel avenues, 
going at full speed, when E. M. "est, the 
motorman, saw in the middle of the track a 
man lying prostrate. Over him were stand- 
ing two other men. The men, when they 
saw the car approaching, ran. The car was 
going at such a speed that it was impossible 
to stop it before it struck the min, though 
a a was reversed and the brakes ap- 
piled. 

The car struck the prostrate man and 
knocked him from the track. The car was 
stopped and the motorman and the, con- 
ductor, L. H. Moyers, ran to the man’s side. 
Dr. Eegers of Horton place and Hodiamont 
avenue was called. He found that Brady’s 
left arm was broken,’ his thight badiy cut 
and bruised, and that he was suffering ser- 
lous internal {njuries. 

Brady was put on a west-bound car and 
taken to the Baptist Sanitariuin, where the 
physicians say his condition is serious. 

o. M. West, the motorman in charge of 
car 166, which struck Brady, said: 

“We were going east and had just rounéed 
the curve beyond Etzel avenue and Gamble- 
ton place, when I. saw three men on the 
track. One man was lying across the track 
and the other two were putting his pockets 
back. They had been turned inside out. Ag 
they saw the car coming they left the man 
in the middle of the track and ran. I tried 
to stop the car before it struck the man, 
but tt was going too fast. 

“The men evidently left Brady on the 
track to be killed. His shoes had been re- 
moved and his hat was missing. I could 
fee tliat the man’s pockets had been turned 
inside out and the other two men were 
putting them back when I first saw them.” 

Brady was conscious Friday morning, but 
could throw little light on the affair. He 
said it was dark when the men accosted 
him and he did not get a fair look at either 
of them. He was not thinking of danger 
and did not suspect any harm was intended 
until he saw the man behind him in the 
act of striking. 

The blow knocked him senseless and he 
knew no more until he was restored to 
consciousness at the Sanitarium. He said 
he was looking for work and that he was 
not drinking. He had $6 in his pockets and 

his could not be found when his clothes 

rere searched at the hogpital. 

He says he can not give a description of 
either of his assailants and he does not 
think he could identify them. Brady is 30 
years old and unmarried. .

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SENATOR HANNA 
BREAKS DOWN. 


CRUSH OF OFFICE-SEEKERS TOO 
GREAT FOR HIM, 


WILL GO HOME FOR REST.

He Has Insisted on Running the Whole 
Patronage Machine and Has 
Wrecked His Health. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—The first 
victim scored by the onrush of the army of 
office-seekers is no less a person than 
Mark Hanna himself, and the junior Senator 
from Ohie, after standing the strain of-a 
long political campaign, has broken down 
under the rush of applicants for office. 

Following out his plan of campaign, Mr. 
Hanna has ‘kept open house at the national 
» headquarters in the Glover building, at his 
apartments in the Arlington, and even at 
the Senate itself. From early in the morn- 
ing ‘until late at night the applicants for 
office have camped upon his trail, and the 
most humble of them have succeeded in 


gaining access to the all-powerful chair- 
man, 

Mr. Hanna has been engaged not only in 
looking after the preliminaries of his own 
Senatorial campaign in Ohio, but also in 
adjusting differences in other States and in 
fulfilling multitudinous vague promises 
made even before the convention at Bt. 
Louis. But mortal flesh and blood were 
not created to bear up successfully against 
the persistent demands of the seve BLA horde 
of office-seekers. The result has been that 
Mr. Hanna, who is the picture of health, 
has at last breken down under the strain. 

While at the office of the National Com- 
mittee Wednesday he was seized with a 
vertigo which prostrated him for a short 
time. It was not a serious attack, being 
in every respect like one with;which he was 
visited in Clevelard during the early days 
of the campaign last summer. The usual 
restoratives were applied, and Mr. Hanna, 
in spite of the protests of friends and 
physicians, was driven to the Senate cham. 
ber to cast his vote in favor of the arbitra- 
tion treaty. When this duty was accom- 
plished Senator Hanna returned to the 
hotel. He was obliged to Keep to his room 
until late in the afternoon, but announced 
to his close friends that he had determined 
to go back to Cleveland Friday or Saturday. 
When he arrives at his home he expects to 
be able to take a needed rest for a week 
or so, The prostration which came here 
is not a serious one in any sense, but it Is 
the direct result of overwork. 

His physicians have warned him, that he 
cannot continue to hold receptions for all 
office-seekers in the United States, and in 
response to their suggestion he will leave 
Washington temporarily, but will return 
in plenty of time to participate in the long 
tariff struggle in the Senate. 


PERMANENT TARIFF COMMISSION 


The Idea Favored by Senator Cullom of 
Illinois. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—In reply 

to inquiries as to his views on a permanent 


tariff commission, Senator Culiom has writ- 
ten the following letter: 


“WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—Mr. Sam- 


uel B. Archer, Secretary the Tariff Com- 
mission League, Newark, N. My Dear 
Sir: You have asked me two or three times 
whether I have been and am now in favor 
of a permanent tariff commission. I have 
for many years thought that there ought to 
be some means devised by which we could 
avoid these constant and extreme changes 
in tariff. legislation—first going so far in the 
direction of a high tariff, and on the occa- 
sion of change of politics, going as far the 
other way. 
“I believe that through the judicious 
agency of a permanent tariff commission 
composed of experts, statisticians and busi- 
ness Men, such changes could be made from 
year to year by Congress as might be in- 
dicated and clearly shown to be wise. 
“This would save the necessity of requir- 
ing a change of the whole tariff system by 
whatever party came into power. 
“Certainly we cannot continue indefinitely 
as we have been doing with reference to 
that subject, because the business on the 
contrary will not tolerate it. I hope sin- 
cerely that this Congress may provide for 
some kind of a commission which will aid in 
changing the situation, and I should be 
glad if an amendment of the sort indicated 
were to be incorporated in the bill now be- 
fore the Senate, known as the Dingley bill.

PROCEEDINGS SUSPENDED. 


Sheep Pasturers on Cascade Reserves 
Get a Rest. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—Commissioner 
Herrmann of the General Land Office has 
recommended to the Attorney-General the 


suspension for the present of legal pro- 
ceedings growing out of sheep pasturing 
within the Caseade range forest reserves. 
The Attorney-General is requested to in- 
struct the United States Attorney for Ore- 
gon to stay all proceedings in these cases 
until further orders, in view of legislation 
now pending in Gongress and of probable 
early action of the department on the ques- 
tion. The recommendation is due to the 
representations from Oregon that great 
hardship and los& have resulted fo sheep- 
owners of the State by their exclusion from 
the grazing lands within the boundaries of 
the reserve, on which they have been de- 
pendent for years past. 


TO SAVE THE BUFFALO. 


Buffalo Jones Makes an Offer to the 
Government. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.—Buffalo 
Jones of Oklahoma, who is at present in the 
city, has made the Interior Department a 
proposition to corral the remnant of the 
once mighty herd of American bison. Prac- 
tically all of these animals left in a wild 
state are in the Yellowstone National Park, 
and Mr. Jones says they do not exceed 
thirty in number. He is an authority on 
buffaloes, and he says that if the remain- 
ing animals are to be preserved they must 
be gathered at once, as the game in the 
park has been mercilessly slaughtered the 
past two years. Mr. Jones says the superin- 
tendent of the park has abandoned all hope 
of preserving a single specimen. The Sec- 
retary has not acted upon the proposition,

years. The right to withdraw, under the 
terms of the original agreement, expired on 
May 6,.and Germany has succeeded in per- 
suading Italy not to exercise the right of 
withdrawal.

THEN THE JURY MAY GIVE A 
VERDICT AGAINST MRS. HILL. 


THE COURT SO _ INSTRUCTS. 


Sensational Damage Suit Brought by/ 
Miss Dyer Is Almost at 
an End. 


The fifth and last day of. the Dyer-Hill 
damege suit brought the usual jam to 
Judge Filitcraft’s court Friday. 

The evidence was all in, but the curious 
wanted to hear the closing arguments of 
the attorneys. 

Mrs. Hill was accompanied by her sister, 
Mrs. Allegeier, and her niece, Mrs. Pettie. 
Miss Dyer appeared in a mannish 
manilla straw hat. She was gowned as 
usual and was accompanied by Mrs. Mc- 
Connell and Mrs, O'Neil. 

Judge Flitcraft had net finished his in- 


structions and retired t6 complete thém. 
When court resumed he addressed the jury. 
The instructions seemed to strongly favor 
the plaintiff. 

He said that if the jury found that on 
Dec. 6, 1896, defendant had said to plaintiff, 
“You are a strumpet. You were with my 
husband in an assignat house on Mor- 
gan street;’” or if they b@ieved that enough 
of the words set out had been proven to 
substantially constitute the charge set forth 
in the petition and that they were falsely 
spoken, they were to find for the plaintiff 
on the first count. 

The second instruction was that if the 
words were spoken the law implied malice 
and it was not necessary for the plaintiff 
to prove malice in order to justify a re- 
covery. “By malice as used in these in- 
structions,”” said the court, “is meant a 
wrongful act done intentionally, without 
just cause or excuse.”’ 

The assessment for compensatory dam- 
ages if the finding was for the plaintiff 
should be such a sum as the jury would 
consider a fair compensation for the in- 
ony received, the plaintiff's condition in 
ife, her mortification and distress of mind 
to be taken into account in determining 
the amount. 

The jury was instructed that they might 
in their judgment punish the defendant 
through exemplary damages, and that in 
this connection her pecuniary condition and 
social standing could be taken into ac- 
count. 

The fourth instruction was: ‘‘On the other 
hand, you are instructed that although you 
may find that defendant said to plaintiff 
‘You are a strumpet,’ yet still if you find 
from the evidence that the words were 
merely used as a term of abuse or reproach 
and were not intended as a truth, that is 
to say, were not intended to charge as a 
fact that the plaintiff was a strumpet in 
the ordinary meaning of that term, and that 
said words were understood by the hearerg 
as mere terms of abuse and as not being 
intended to charge as a fact that plaintiff 
was a strumpet, that then the words were 
not slanderous, and you should, so far as 
the use of said words is concerned, find 
for the defendant.” 

The fifth instruction was that if the jury 
found that the defendant had reasonable 
cause to belleve and in good faith did be- 
lieve that plaintiff had been unduly intimate 
with her husband and was acting under such 
belief when she went to plaintiff's house 
and used the language complained of, 
for the honest urpose of ter- 
minating the suppos intimdcy, then no 
malice could be charged against her. 

The court also instructed that plaintiff 
was entitled to recover on the first count 
oy for what was said on the morning of 

ec. 

Evidence of later statements, the Court 
said, was admitted and was only to be con- 
sidered to enable the jury to determine 
whether or not the defendant was actuated 
by malice. 

The Court further instructed along this 
point, saying that such evidences 
was admitted only for the pu of show- 
ing with what motive the defendant spoke 
the words complained of. Such evidence, 
though, was not to be arded as a de- 
fense to the action or to diminish the ac- 
tual or compensatory damage, but could be 
considered n mitigation of punitive dam- 

s. 

Inder the second count the judge held 
that only nominal damages could be re- 
covered under the second charge, as no 
evidence of actual damages was intro- 
duced. Compensatory damages for-mental

Mr. Estep read the letters between Mr. 
Hill and Miss Dyer that led to the trouble.

Dyer at Nugent’s on Thursday and ac- 
companied her to an assignation house on 
Friday. 
Mr. Johnson's reply was a master] lece 
of defensive oratory. He was in a delicate 
position in that he feared to lose the jury's 
4+, al by attacking Miss Dyer’s repu- 
tation. 

He devoted himself to the law points of 
the case, and after he had made the road 
clear he boldly declared that he would not 
charge Miss Dyer with undue intimacy with 
Mr. Hill. He agreed with Mr. Estep on the 
sacredness of a woman's reputation, “It Is 
far more precious.to her than a man’s,” he 
said, “and therefore she has to guard it far 
more carefully.’’ 

He said that if Mrs. Hill had accused Miss 
Dyer of impropriety she had no one but 
herself to blame. He showed the conatruc- 
tion that a wife would place on the letter 
from the young woman, asking her hus- 
band for money to buy clothes, saying she 
hoped that she was not exorbitant in ‘her 
demands, and apologizing for forgetting that 
“there were others,’ ’ 

He spoke of the incidents of the buggy 
rides with Mr. Hill while Mrs. Hill wae 
out of the city, the money borrowing, the 
whisky buying in the New York Life office, 
the trip with Mr. Hill to Mexico. Slowly 
and ekilifully Mr. Johnson weaved circum- 
stance upon circumstance together until he 
was prepared to claim that Miss Dyers 
statements were not trustworthy, and that 
her own actions laid herself open to the im- 
putation of sustaining improper relations 
with the husband of the defendant. 

Mr. Johnson reviewed the scene in the 
New York Life Office when Mrs. Hill dis- 
covered her husband’s unfaithfulness. He 
spoke of it as the tragedy of her life and 
made quite an affecting passage on the 
sacredness of marital] affection. 

Mrs. Hill helped out the effect by weep- 
ing copiously.

t 7 the machine began to grind out seven 

rs of a waltz and kept up those same 
eeven bars until sundown. 

The only relief was at noon, when the 
engineer-musician stopped to pump some 
water into his boiler and a schooner or two 
of beer into his own abyss. It was a re- 
laxation to overtaxed nerves, alltoo tem- 

rary. The horde of fakers were also an 
annoyance, but they were nething compared 
to the eternal grind of that awful steam 
music machine. 


The competitive work was in the pre- 
ecribed exercises with iron wands, right 
and left puts of the 16-pound shot, high 
far jump and 100 yards run. These com- 
petitions lasted well into the afternoon. As 
the time wore away the crowds became 
larger and the } ge 90 loudly cheered the 
achievements of their favorite societies, 
especially in the wand exercises. The 
Grills took place on the main race course 
and on the inside track, while the field 
wns used by the turners for practice work. 
Several games of base ball were played 
there. 

Each group in the wand exercises had 
judges and scorers and some of the best 
work ever seen at turnfests in this line 
was done during the morning. The big 
societies got the most applause at _ the 
wands, notably Concordia of St. Louis, 58 
strong; the Chicago Turngemeinde, with as 
many, and the Dayton (O.) Turners, with 
42 men. The work in class competition in 
this line shows how it was possible for a 
body of turners to make such a magnifi- 
cent showing as was done by those 144 
men at Music Hall Thursday evening. All 
the competing classes did some excellent 
work with the wands, but the three socie- 
ties above enumerated will, it is thought, 
lead the work in the third group. In the 
first group Louisville’s twelve turners 
made a splendid showing. 

As the classes marched off the track with 
their wands, they were given a _ half- 
hour’s rest and then put at the games, 
shot-putting and Jaen ng. At the shot- 
Anka | Kd Sauer of Dayton distinguished 
imself particularly, making 37 feet 6 inch- 
es on his right throw, and 27 feet on the 
left. He had heard that two St. Louis 
Concordiz men could put the sixteen pounds 
of tron 38 feet at any time they pleased, 
and they were the only men Sauer feared. 
Tt is thought 38 will be the best throw if 
87 feet 6 inches does not stand. The score 
is made up from the aggregate made by 
each of the men with two puts each. ere 
ton turners were confident they would be 
ahead in this work. 

For the shot-putting fron hoops are sunk 
into the ground The turner stands in the 
ring and puts the shot, right-handed first 
and then left. Measurers stand with tape 
lines to mark the flight of the ball. 

As the groups finished they were given 
time for rest and then went to the jJump- 
ing apparatus. Medart’s machines were 
used, length and height over the poles to 
count, each contestant being allowed two 
failures, knocking down the pole, before 
being counted out. 

Twelve points, about seven feet in length 
and three and a half feet high, is considered 
the average jump, but much better work 
than this was done, the Dayton man taking 
the 14 point mark and the Topeka, Kansas, 
Turners did not stop on 16. In their group 
there were half a dozen light weight, long 
legeed, shifty looking athletes. 

They would sprint down the board, clear 
the ground at the end and go over the hur- 
dles like Kansas grasshoppers traveling 
through the air. It is thought these Kan- 
“sas men will be well up in the jumping 
scores, They did their work in the amphi- 
theatre, where there were but few specta- 
tors until after the big brass band went in 
there and began to play. Then the seats 
fillled up, but the people were too late to 
see the fine jumping of the grasshoppeers. 
The jumping machines were on the race 
tracks, and in the horse ring and the cheers 
and applause of partisans marked a par- 
ticularly fine jump. 

As each group finished jumping the men 
were marched to the track in front of the 

rand stand where the ground was laid off 
or the 100 yards sprint.

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the day were the jumping contests. Five 
jumping lanes were in operation most of 
the day. The jumping classes occupied 
these in rotation,.classes succeeding each 
other in rapid succession, making their 
scores and giving way to others. The 
jumping bars were regulated on a gradation 
from 6 to 16, each degree representing eight 
inches of length to two of height. Each 
jumper was allowed a running start of 
twenty feet, and his jumping point was 
four feet from the bar at the lowest de- 
gree. 

The average jumping was between the 
sixth and twelfth points, but one or two of 
the classes reaching higher. The best 
jumpers were the turners from Topeka, 
Kan. They were long-limbed, clean cut 
and rather slender, and with legs like 
grasshoppers. Every one of these Sun- 
flower boys cleared the bar at from 15 to 
16 with ease, and will be almost certain of 
the prize. 

At noon the greatest interest in the field 
was on the jumping course, where the Chi- 
cago Turngemeinde were having their in- 
nings. Up to that time 15 points made the 
highest score for the’day, but three Chi- 
cago men, Gernitz, George Gauler and 
Zernst tled that score,.made by one of the) 
Dayton athletes, and were left in, All three 
cleared 16, the last two failed on 17, but 
Gertenrich cleared it. He failed the second 
time in a bad spring on 18 and went out, 
but he broke all records so far made, and it 
will hardly be beaten by anyone at this 
turnfest. 

Gernitz is one of the fast®men of Ameri- 
ca, and {s much better at running than at 
jumping. Those in his Chicago society say 
he can run 100 yards in 9 4-5 seconds in his 
turn clothes and shoes, and that if he holds 
up a year longer he will be the speediest 
sprinter in the world. It is his ambition to 
meet and beat Wefers, the world’s best 100- 
yards man, and he says he will make the 
opportunity within the next year or two. He 
is 5 feet 11 inches tall, weighs about 156 
pounds and is a good all-around athlete. 


There were a few minor accidents during 
the day, but nothing serious. The hospital 
attendants had nothing of consequence to 
do. The ambulance made three or four trips, 
once, when a Denver turner was struck in 
the head by a 16-pound shot, in one of the 
shot contests. The Denver man was uncon- 
scious for a few moments, but when he re- 
covered, he left the hospital, refusing to 
give him name because he did not want his 
friends at home alarmed. He was all right 
in an hour. 

There were two or thrée slight accidents 
in the vaulting or jumping exercises. 
Herman Seevers of West Minneapolis suf- 
fered the most serious of these. He was 
making a high jump when he struck awk- 
wardly on his right foot, breaking some of 
the small bones, His injuries are painful, 
and he will take no further part in the 
exercises. One or two other jumpers suf- 
fered slight muscular strains, and were ob- 
liged to retire. 


The exercises continued right through the 
day. It was first planned to have a gen- 
eral intermission of two hours for dinner, 
but the work is «0 exacting, and began so 
late, that it was resolved to let the classes 
go to their dinners as each finieped its task 
for the time. 

The Central Committee at its meeting 
about noon resolved to put a stop to the 
nuisance created by the beer dealers in their 
advertising methods.

He wore a long, double- 
breasted frock coat, in the lapel of which 
was a red rose. The Mayor’s address was 
short. His voice was plainly heard all over 
the hall and from the applause they gave 
him his hearers seemed to enjoy what he 
had to say. He spoke in Eng . 

He extended to the Turners the welcome of 
the city and said he was proud they had 
selected this great city as the scene o their 
festival. The originators of the Turnerbund, 
when it was in its cradle, did not stand up- 
on this side of the ocean, but in Germany. 
When they crossed the water they brought 
this great work with them. The Turners 
are instrumental in teaching the boys and 
girls of the schools to develop brain and 
muscle in order to become splendid men 
and women and good citizens. To show the 
value of the work he referred to the fact 
that the Turners’ system has been adopted 
and successfully established at West Point. 
To show the patriotism and the American- 
ism of the Turners he said that when the 
American flag was in danger the Turners 
were the first in St. Louis to shoulder their 
muskets and march to battle In the defense 
of the flag. At this there was a tremendous 
outbreak of applause. Continuing, he said 
that on the streets of the city that mornin 
he had seen.a parade of a splendid body o 
citizens. Let a war break out and they 
would be a matchless army of soldiers, for 
they, have had the training. As he con- 
clu the Mayor stepped to one side of the 
8 and returned to the front with a 
pac The wrapper was remo 
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from the handle floated ribbons of the same 
color. He presented this to Chairman 
Braun of the National Executive, as the 
key of the city, saying it was not large 
enough in comparison with the size of St. 
Louis, but it was large enough to unlock 
everything and give the Turners the free- 
dom of the city. 

In response, Mr. Braun thanked the Mayor 
and promised that his confidence in the 
Turners would not be misplaced and that 
the key would be returned to him unused 
and untarnished. 

There was a chorus then by 500 male sing- 
ers from the united choral societies of St. 
Louis and then Chairman Henry Braun of 
the Central Executive made a short ad- 
dress and closed by calling upor the 
audience to give “gut heil’’ to the visiting 
Turners, Nearly every man in the audience 
and most of the ladjes arose to their feet 
and led by the drums gave three hearty 
cheers for the visitors. Another chorus 
closed the first portion of the programme. 

The star features of the evening were the 
gymnastic exercises. First came a gymnas- 
tic exhibition on apparatus by the students 
of Washington eereny. his was fol- 
lowed by wand exercises by the gymnastic 
societies of St. Louis. In columns of fours 
the little army in gray marched out upon 
the great stage, keeping perfect step, per- 
fect time to the music and perfect align- 
ment. The athletes each held a silver wand 
four feet long at carry arms, and they 
wheeled across the stage and into platoons 
of twelve, with the precision of clock work 
and marched in a way the famous Busch 
Zouaves, at their best, never marched. 

At the word of command the men in the 
platoons side-stepped to the right and left 
from the center man until a space of three 
feet separated each. It was then seen that 
the stage was not large enough for all those 
upon it, and four platoons, forty-eight men, 
had to drop out. There were twelve platoons 
in the drill, of twelve men each. And never 
before, on any stage or in any turn hall, 
was a better drill seen. To the audience the 
scene was magnificent, and they could not 
help but cheer and applaud until the big 
building shook. One hundred and forty-four 
wands glistened under the lights, reflecting 
back the flashes of light as the wands were 
extended up and down to right and left like 
a hollow square of perfectly drilled and 
controlled swords; the bodies of 144 men 
moving and swaying in perfect time, arms 


‘and legs moving as if those of one man, 


feet all stamping the floor together and in 
time to the music, Every muscle of every 
man seemed to swell and jump in time and 
accord to those of everyone else, and the 
scene upon that stage was one long to be 
remembered. Kiralfy never originated a 
finer or more inspiring spectacle, nor trained 
a better ballet. In the marches and evoiu- 
tions the leader of the modern cotillion, 
armed with a note book, could have gotten 
beautiful figures enough to last him ten 
times his natural life. 

Their drill completed, the wands were 
again brought to carry, 144 pairs of hands 
were raised in salute, close ranks was 
ordered and the Turners marched off.

The same 
athletes closed the performance by form- 
ing gigantic mass pyramids from the floor, 
the ladders and the parallel bars. The pro- 
gramme was a long one, but it was thor- 
oughly enjoyed until the curtain finally fell 
at 11:15 o'clock. The long waits between 
the numbers were caused by the time re- 
quired to put up the apparatus. 


DID IT WITH CHLOROFORM. 


P. S. Fairley Found Dead Apparently 
by His Own Hand. 


P. 8S. Fairley of 2412 Dickson street was 
found dead in the doorway of a saloon, 3601 
Easton avenue, at 1:30 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing.

Dr. Simpson staggered, grew white and 
weak, and finally Judge Zachritz came to 
his assistance by asking the stenographer 
to read the question. 

“I don’t think so,” was Dr, Simpson's 
mystifying answer. That was a good place 
for the defense to get in an objection and 
the attorneys were all tangled up over the 
lengthy question when court took the noon 
recess, 

The jury is becoming impatient, having 
been locked up for two nights and three 
days, with little prospect of getting throug 
before Saturday night.

THE WAR IS OVER. 

The Powers have decided that the war 
between Turkey and Greece shall stop. 
They have issued a collective note to that 
effect to both the contending States. And 
a fleet is to ride at anchor in the bay of 
Athens to give force and effect to this 
decree. 

The Greeks are as clearly defeated as 
any nation engaged in warfare could pos- 
sibly be. But the Powers, having selfish 
interests to serve in the maintenance of 
the Greek Kingdom and the ascendency 
of the Greck royal family there, are quick 
to control the Sultan and order him to 
cease a war of conquest. 

This illustration of the ability of the 
Powers to control Turkey is only proof, 
where none is needed, that the exercise 
of that power in behalf of the Armenian 
Christians would have put a stop to the 
massacres very soon after the first mas- 
sacre was known to have occurred. If 
England had exercised her power and 
influence in protection of the Armenians 
then as quickly and as resolutely as she 
has exercised them now in protection of 
a King related to her own royal family, 
the crowning disgrace of this century 


would never have occurred.

NEW ENGLAND IS SAFE. 

Congressman Grosvenor must not be 
understood as speaking for President Mc- 
Kinley when he dencunces the Senate 
tariff bill because it discriminates in 
favor of New England industries. 

Mr. McKinley, when he drew the tariff 
law of 1890, also discriminated in favor 
of New England. He gave to New Eng- 
land one thing which the Senate bill de- 
nies that section, namely, free hides. And 
he did this against the protests of rep- 
resentatives of the West and South. The 
fact has been established that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s plan of making a tariff law was 
to allow New England and Middle State 
manufacturers to fill in the schedules. 

If Mr. McKinley is not satisfied with the 
Senate bill it is not because it favors New 
England. He may object to the enlarge- 
ment of the free list, and it is entirely 
possible that he may not want to arouse 
the hostility of the Brewers’ Trust by in- 
creasing the tax on beer. But he will 
not object to New England subsidies. 

If the President has any serious ob- 
jection to the Senate bill, the public will 
never be advised of it. The public pat- 
ronage will be used to make the meas- 
ure conform ‘to executive ideas. Civil 
service reform will go on crutches as a 
result of the adjustment. But New Eng- 
land will be cared for, and may, in the 
round-up, keep hides on the free list, 
where Mr. McKinley put them seven 
years ago. Whatever happens, New 
Bngland will not lose. 

As to the beer tax, that too may go, 
under executive influence responding to 
the pressure of the Brewers’ Trust. And 
for a deficit in revenue—well, the Presi- 
dent has power to sell more bonds,

THE TIME TO DO I?. 

The Humphrey bills have been taken 
out of their ordér on the House calendar 
at Springfield and given a first reading. 
This action was on the motion of the op- 
ponents of the bills, but the result in no 
Way indicates the final disposition of 
them by the House. A motion to sus- 
pend the rules to force the reading was 
ruled out by the Chair, but if it had been 
put to a vote it would have failed to 
receive the necessary two-thirds, as a 
mhumber of the men who have been

} KERENS AND FILLEY. 

Chauncey I. Filley} having gobbled the 
Civic Federation and perfected arrange- 
ments for annexing the new School Board 
to his machine, has gone to Washington 
to try conclusions with “Dick” Kerens 
in the field of national politics. Before 
he returns it will probably be determined 
which of them Is to be recognized by the 
National Administration as the Republi- 
ean boss of Missouri and the dispenser of 
Federal patronage. 

As far as Democrats are concerned, 
they will naturally desire the success of 
Kerens, for that would mean easy Demo- 
eratie victories in Missouri—and prob- 
ably in St. Louls—as long as Kerens’ 
headship was recognized. With the aid of 
the Federal Administration Filley would 
undoubtedly give the Democrats of Mis- 
sourt trouble. He is an arrogant boss 
and an unscrupulous politician. But in 
organizing a party, in managing a cam- 
paign, and in devising tricks for the dis- 
comfiture of an enemy he is without an 
equal in either party in Missouri. 

Kerens, on the other hand, has not 4 
single one of the qualities of leadership. 
He is as ignorant of the methods of or- 
ganization as the average janitor of a 
building. He has no following except 
among those who rally around him. as 
the means of manifesting their antagon- 
ism to Filley. It is doubtful if there are 
a dozen Republicans in the State who 
fee] towards him the sentiment of per- 
sonal loyalty. There is not a town or 
county in Missouri in which he could be 
elected to the smallest public office by 
the votes of the people. 

Kerens has money and nothing else. He 
has not even ability. It is the custom to 
sneer at Filley’s ‘‘typewriter.’”’ Separate 
Kerens from his “‘secretary’”’ and he could 
not produce in a week such an address or 
circular as Filley will hammer from his 
typewriter in the space of half an hour. 
It is also the custom to poke fun at Fil- 
ley’s speeches. Yet Filley can make 
off-hand a better speech than kKerens 
could produce in a fortnight locked up 
in his “library.’’ The silk-stockings sneer 
at Filley as an ignoramus. There is 
scarcely a department of human knowl- 
edge in which Filley could not tell Ker- 
ens more than the latter could learn in 
five years, and in the matter of politics 
Kerens could not learn in his entire life- 
time what Filley has mastered—not be- 
cause he is any better than Filley in any 
respect, but because he has not the brains 
to comprehend it. 

The plain truth is that if Kerens super- 
sedes Filley as the Republican boss in 
Missouri, it will be a plain case of Money 
downing Brains, In the contest for lead- 
ership it is Filley who stands for real 
“respectability,” because it is he and not 
Kerens who possesses at least some of 
the qualities that secure political leader- 
ship. Kerens is an ambitious igno- 
ramus who relies upon money and noth- 
ing else. And the most contemptible, the

interests is a natural and inevitable 
growth, and that legislation and the 
courts will be powerless to prevent it. 
The decision of the Supreme Court is 
treated merely as a form of obstruction, 
temporary in its character. Says Mr. 
Ford: “Happily, the Supreme Court de- 
cision and all other forms of obstruc- 
tion will go to further self-regulation for 
the railways.” 

Mr. Ford defines the issue as one “be- 
tween the ‘Government at Washington’ 
and the railway association as an organ 
of self-government.” Although the Su- 
preme Court has decided that the work 
of the railway combine was illegal, Mr. 
Ford further defines the railway asso- 
Clation as “the new legality” which has 
its own “inherent law.” And as showing 
the autocratic attitude of the modern 
“communism of wealth” towards popu- 
lar government, as opposed to govern- 
ment by Trusts and railway magnates, 
he adds: “‘Congress may give registration 
to this law when determined by the ac- 
tion, but it can do no more.” 

In other words, the Trusts and railway 
combines are, according to Mr. Ford, a 
law unto themselves. They are wheels 
of government within the wheel of pop- 
ular government. And to the railway 
and Trust magnate the popular govern- 
ment is a fifth wheel in the cart, whose 
present purpose is merely the registra- 
tion of the Trust's edicts. When the 
Trusts acquire a little more power and 
have perfected their “unity of interests,” 


{doubtless they will decide that the “reg- 


istration” is no longer needed. A law 
unto themselves, they will proceed to ad. 
minister Trust and railroad “law” to the 
people,

‘The article in the Forum by State Comp- 
troller Roberts on the Graduated Inheri- 
tance Tax bill, now awaiting Gov. Black's 
signature, is of great interest and force, 
Practically the father of the bill, his cita- 
tion of statistics and his cumulative force 
of argument show how thoroughly he has 
studied the problem which the bill attempts 
‘to solve. The Dudley bill has been de- 
nounced with almost hysterical outcries by 
the capitalistic organs as a long stride 
toward socialism and anarchy, as a piece 
of almost insane injustice, and as most dan- 
gerous demagogism. 

This denunciation has been in the teeth of 
recent investigations in court, which of 
necessity only touch the skirts of the evil, 
showing persistent perjury in tax-dodging 
on personal property and scathing com- 
ments of judges on the collusion of asses- 
sors. Comptroller Roberts, recognizing the 
base love of their riches on the part of the 
rich even to cheating the Government out of 
its dues, proposes to remedy this by assess- 
ing the ultimate inheritance to make up for 
these defalcations in the gross. 

The writer recalls that “there has hardly 
been a report of a State financial or assess- 
ing officer in the United States in the past 
twenty-five years that has not discussed in 
a tone almost of despair the wholesale es- 
capes of personal property from taxation.” 
This has been in spite of the mogt stringent 
attempts to avoid evasion; everything, .in 


In New York State the evil has been greater 
than elsewhere, for the reason that the con- 
centration of personal property wealth is so 
enormous here, especially in New York City, 
the great financial center of the country. In 
statistics drawn from the reports of the 
Comptroller’s office, he proves in detail that 
the total amount of personalty in 107 es- 
tates, which after death summed up $215,- 
132,167, was assessed during the lifetime of 
the owners at $3,819,412, only 1.77 per cent of 
actual value. Of these, thirty-four, ranging 
from $54,559 to $3,319,500, had been assessed 
at nothing. ‘‘Why not,”’ he goes on to say, 
“levy an inheritance tax, which shall be 
approximately a payment of back taxes, 
evaded or not imposed during life?’’ Mr. 
Roberts, who seems to have deduced his 
figures with great care, estimates, after 
every just allowance is made, that there Is 
in the State $5,321,660,940 of personal prop- 
erty which rightfully should be taxed, and 
yet totally escapes the tax collector. 

If this calculation is even approximately 
true, it sweeps away every argument against 
the imposition of a graduated inheritance 
tax as a cold, naked fact of business. The 
rich man can easily lie about the value of 
his property while living, but in the very 
nature of things it cannot escape the scru- 
tiny of the Surrogate’s Court. No sound 
logic can brand such a law as discrimina- 
tion against wealth. It is simply an appeal 
from Philip living to Philip dead, and ap- 
plies a touchstone in some approximate 
measure to the losses which the rich man 
has inflicted on his governmental creditor 
by long continued deceit and perhaps whole- 
sale lying.

PORT ORCHARD DRY DOCK. 


Costly Structure Reported in a State of 
Collapse. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 7.—A dis- 
patch from Tacoma to the effect that the 
new Port Orchard dry dock, recently con- 
structed, at a cost of $1,000,000, was in a state 
of collapse, and that as a result of the dock- 
ing of the battleship Oregon the basin had 
Settled in an alarming manner, making it 
necessary to float the war vessel out again 
in a hurry, created a.sensation in naval 
circles yesterday. The telegram also stated 
that the foundation of the dock was laid on 
Slippery quicksand, that the whole country 
in the neighborhood was filled with subter- 
ranean springs, which made the ground 
soft and treacherous, and that the selection 
of the site was brought about by a private 
corporation, composed of real estate men, 
who had cleared half a million dollars by 
the whole transaction. 

Commander J. C. Moroty, United States 
Navy, who resides in this city, was in 
charge of the Port Orchard station before 
the dry dock was built, and stayed in 
command there till after the United States 
steamer Monterey had Seen floated in and 
ons again.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 7.—The battleship 
Oregon will probably leave the Port Orchard 
dock at the high tide on Saturday night. It 
may be two months before the repairs can 
be made to the ship and the authorities de- 
termined it would be better for the Oregon 
to be in the water meantime, owing to the 
strain the ship would be subjected to dur- 
ing so long a stay in dock.

SOUTHERN BAPTISTS. 


Their Convention Will Pass on Dr. 
Whitsitt’s Case. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WILMINGTON, N. C., May 7.—The South- 
ern Baptist Convention met here this morn- 
ing. There are in round numbers twenty 
thousand churches and one million and a 
half members in the bounds of the conven- 
tion, not counting the negro Baptists. There 
are also about one hundred colleges and 
seminaries in the same limits and the 
church property amounts to twenty mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Almost the whole interest in the conven- 
tion centers upon a possible vote of cen- 
sure upon President W. H. Whitsitt’ of 
the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary 
at Louisville, looking to his removal from 
office. .There is color of right to introduce 
this guestion from the fact that the con- 
vention nomt{nates three names for every 
vacancy in the Seminary Board of Trustees, 
one of whom the Board must elect to the 
Vacancy. 

Nearly a score of years ago the Indepen- 
dent published several editorials which flait- 
ly contradicted the current views of 
English Baptist history, which none too 
gently criticised the Baptist historlans for 
jack of original investigations. 

More than three years ago Johnson's Cy- 
clopaedia appeared with articles on the 
Anabaptists and Baptists by Dr. Whitsitt. 
In them he advanced about the same views 
as the Independent. That is to say, that the 
English Baptists have come out of the dis- 
senting churches of England and not from 
the Dutch Anabaptists.

WITH HETERODOZXY. 


TEACHINGS TOQQ BROAD. 


HIS 


Recognizes the Universe as God and 
Believes in the Final Pardon 
of All Sinners, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 7.—The Pres- 
byterian, Methodist, Baptist and Lutheran 
clergy of this State have united to secure 
the trial of Bishop Davis Sessums of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of Louisiana 
for heterodoxy. Trials for heterodoxy have 
been frequent of late, but this is the first 
time it has been proposed that several 
Protestant sects should unite to try a 
minister of another sect, and the affair 
promises to precipitate a strife between the 
Various Protestant denominations. The 
trouble has been brewing since April 21, 
when Bishop Sessums, in a Lenten sermon, 
delivered in Trinity Church, preached, so 
his enemies assert, an entirely new religion, 
which ignored the doctrines of Christianity 
and the Bible, and substituted for them a 
broad humanitarianism, recognizing the uni- 
verse as God, and the final pardon of all 
sinners, whether repentant or not. 

The sermon produced a profound sensa- 
tion, and Bishop Keener of the Methodist 
Church criticised it severely as heterodox 
and antagonistic to Christianity. 

On Wednesday, when the ne ee go Dio- 
cesan Council of Louisiana met and a reso- 
lution was offered congratulating Bishop 
Sessums on the success of his administra- 
tion, it Was warmly antagonized. 

So far the conflict had been confined main- 
ly to the Episcopal Church, which wags di- 
vided between those who favor the Bishop 
and those who think him an unwise and 
dangerous leader. To-day the matter was 
precipitated among all the Protestant 
clergy on the very severe arraignment of 
Bishop Sessums by the Presbyterian, Meth- 
odist, Baptist and Lutheran clergy as not 
teaching the Christian religion, but an ab- 
horrent pantheism. It now seems that the 
clergy of these denominations sent him a 
rotest two weeks ago, in which they asked 
iim to avow or disavow the sermon at- 
tributed to him in the newspapers. The 
Bishop sent no answer to this protest and 
the Protestant clergy of New Orleans, ex- 
cept his own church, arraigned him for 
teaching heresies. 

The arraignment is headed by the Rev. 
B. M. Palmer, for nearly half a century 
considered the most eloquent clergyman in 
the South, and the most eminent leader in 
the Southern Presbyterian Church, by

The Governor Replies to Denunciations 
by Allopathic Doctors and 
Will Stand Firm.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 7.—Gov. 
Stephens yesterday gave out the following 
in reply to criticisms on his course in con- 
nection with the Fulton Lunatic Asylum by 
certain allopathic societies: 

“Their resolutions remind me of some 
adopted by some germtlemen Who met not 
many years ago on a noted occasion. They 
resolved, first, that this country is for the 


Lord’s people; resolved, second, that we are 
the Lord’s Aaa a and therefore the earth 
and the fullness thereof is ours, and we 
shall govern ourselves accordingly.’’ 

The Governor added: “The allopaths are 
not talking about me any more bitterly 
than they are about themselves, and if they 
can stand it I am sure I can, I never saw 
two of them in my life agree upon any one 
proposition with the exception of the one 
that. they despise the homeopaths and al! 
others who differ with them. I have, how- 
ever, no war to make upon them, and have 
treated them since my inauguration cour- 
teously at all times. Every State institution 
in Missouri is in their control with the ex- 
ception of the one at Fulton. I am a natural 
born Democrat, and do not believe in tax- 
ation without representation. The homeo- 
paths of the State pay from one-fourth to 
one-third of the taxes of the State, and I 
think that they are entitled to some recog- 
nition at my hands. The law recognizes 
them and has given them representation 
on the State Board of Health. In many of 
the States of the Union they are given con- 
trol of one or more of the State institutions, 
and their records in every instance have 
proven excellent and eminently satisfac- 
tory to the public, and I see no reason why 
they should be ignored in Missouri. I was 
elected on a platform which promised equal 
rights to all and special privileges to none. 
I will say in this connection that while it is 
not my intention to make any threats, if 
the allopathic doctors continue to amuse 
themselves by passing slanderous resolu- 
fons against me because of this action I 
will be forced to turn over, instead-of one 
institution to the homeopaths, every insti- 
tution in the State to them within the next 
two years.”’

THE QUESTION OF LEGALITY. 


Ensigns Charles Keast and Elizabeth 
Boyler to Be Married by a 
Brother Officer.

Figuratively speaking the heavenly can- 
non will be removed to the rear, and ali 
arms will be stacked while the wedding is 
on. It will be a peace intervention, After 
the celebration of the event, the war on 
Satan will be renewed with increased vigor,

or. 

The marriage of the ensigns is a big event 
in Salvation Army circles. Although the 
bride belongs to the Cincinnati division of 
the army, she ts here now waiting for the 
hands of the almanac to point to June 1. 
The army quarters on Franklin avenue are 
being handsomely decorated for the occa- 
ston, and the marriage of Ensigns Keast 
and Boyler will be a wedding worth while 
to witness The entire force of the St. Louis 
army will be in attendance, and many visi- 
tors from other cities are expected. The 
bride elect is a pretty Buckeye State lass, 
who looks too pleasant to be much of a 
fighter in anybody's army. The groom-to-be 
has all the dash and vigor necessary to a 
valiant soldier. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch talked 
with Ensign Keast about his approaching 
marriage. “‘We expect to be married on 
the evening of June 1,’ the Ensign said, 
“and Lieut.-Col. Evans will perform the 
ceremony ”’ 

“Is it the custom for Salvation Army of- 
ficers to perform marriage ceremonies?” 
the reporter asked. 

“Yes,"’ it is a very common occurrence,” 
said the Ensign, “although we sometimes 
get a minister from some of the other re- 
ligious organizations. Salvation Army peo- 
ple are just ilke any other class of human- 
ity. They sometimes get ready to marry 
and it makes no difference who performs 
the ceremony so long as he Is clothed with 
the property authority. There is no law 
in our organization compelling us to be 
married by a commander of our own faith, 
that being left for the contracting parties 
to decide. For my part, I prefer to have 
Lieut.-Col. Evans.

The subject has re- 
cently been discussed by several prominent 
St. Louis lawyers. The consensus of opin- 
ion_ is that so far as the law is concerned, 
a Salvation Army wedding will stand al] 
of the tests. As to whether it meets the 
requirements of ecclesiastical law, some of 
the attorneys are in doubt. The Missouri 
marriage law says that any'ordained or 
licensed minister of the gospel or judges 
of the courts or justices of the peace may 
perform marriage ceremonies. 

Gen, James M. Lewis, admittedly one of 
thé best authorities on law in the West 
Says the marriage of the Salvation Army 
people by one of their officers will be bind- 
ing to the same extent as a common law 
marriage, and probably more than that, 
owing to the church credentials held by the 
party performing the ceremony. It will 
be a marriage to all practical intents no 
~abie what the rank of the officer may 


&. 

Ex-Judge Thomas Russel] said: “So far 
as I know there has never been a test case 
wherein a Salvation Army wedding was 
I am of the opinion, however, 
that such a marriage would stand the test 
of the courts. It would certainly have all 
the legality of a common-law marriage, and 
while I am not informed as to the rules 
and code of the Salvation Army, I suppose 
its commanders are clothed with the same 
authority that preachers in other churches 
are. While it is callef an army, it is a 
church, inasmuch as it is organized for the 
disser'naiion of the gospel. In any event 
the marriage under the circumstances men. 
tloned- will make the parties to it husband 
and wife in a legal sense.” 

Thomas B. Harlan said: “I would rule 
in this case without much fear of being 
successfully contradicted, that such a 
marriage would be legal and would stand 
the tests of the courts so far as propert 
rights are concerned. As to the ecclesf- 
astical feature of it, I am not prepared to 
say. There is no reference in the Senet 
statutes re.ative to the authority vested in 
a falvation Army officer. and there has 
ae er been a test case in the courts of this 

tate.”

President Waterworth of St. Louis De- 
livered the Address and a Kansas 
City Man Responded.

The National Association of Local Fire 
Insurance Agents is in session at the 
Planters’. The convention was called to 
order at 11130 o'clock Friday morning and the 
proceedings will continue until Saturday af- 
ternoon. Nearly 200 delegates are present, 
Almost every State from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific is represented. 

President Waterworth of the St. Louis 
Board of Underwriters dejivered an address 
of welcome. In making his speech President 
Waterworth not only appeared on behalf of 


the insurance men of St. Louis, but as a 
representative of the Mayor. and of the 
whole people. His address was well re- 
ceived. Response was made by Milo E. 
Lawrence of Kansas City, Second Vice- 
President of the association. Vice-Presi- 
dent Lawrence is a veteran in the insurance 
business and his address gave evidence of a 
thorough knowledge of his profession. He 
is a plain talker and does not hesitate to 
express his opinion. 

“There are some insurance men,” sald 
the speaker, ‘“‘who are like Potiphar’s wife, 
not above suspicion.’’ 

This remark brought a storm of applause. 
Continuing the speaker entered into details 
and talked of matters that concern insur- 
ance- men. The local agents are the great 
army and navy of the insurancé world, he 
said, and he thought the association ought 
to be a power for good. If its'efforts, aims 
and acts are always for mutual interests of 
the members, it will live and prosper. 

Following ‘the response to the address of 
welcome came President Simrall of the as- 
sociation with a report and address. The 
President,ssaid that some insurance man- 
agers look upon the association with dis- 
trust, but he saw no occasion for such feel- 
ing. “‘This association was born with.a 
fixed determination,’’ said the President, 
‘‘vet it does not propose to antagonize the 
interests of the companies so long as they 
do not deviate from what we believe is 
right. We will not, however, be a party to 
any unjust procedure either against our- 
selves as agents or the people to whom we 
look for patronage.’’ 

The most important feature on the pro- 
gramme for the Friday session is the elec- 
tion of officers for the ensuing year, late 
Friday afternoon. The remainder of the day 
is being taken up.in discussion of pertinent 
topigs and in hearing reports from various 
offigers. The Saturday session will be ‘de- 
voted largely to the reading of papers bear- 
ing.on insurance subjects. 

The growth of the association’ has been 
phenomenal. The original organization was 
effected in Chicago last September, -when a 
constitution was adopted and temporary of- 
ficers were’ chosen. Since that time. the 
order has grown until it now has a foot- 
hold in a large proportion of the States of 
the Union, and its total membership reaches 
nearly 15,000. The primary object of the or- 
ganization is to encourage better practice 
in the forms and principles of underwrit- 
ing, and for the promotion of mutual. pro- 
tection and social intercourse among its 
members. 

It is likely that the officers elected at the 
Chicago meeting will be retained, ‘“Their 
work has been so satisfactory,”’ said a 

a,yreporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch, “that I feel like keeping them in 
the harness.”’ , 

There is one woman delegate to the con- 
vention. Sheis Mrs. H. A. Norton of Mont- 
rose, Colo., and it is related of her that she 
can write as much insurance as any of the 
agents. Mrs. Norton had not arrived at 
noon Friday, but it is understood that her 
coming is certain.

@ man for he could not see to plow. _ 
visited an oculist in St. Louis : several 
times and paid out considerable money: The 
result was that in March he found himself 
for the first time since he became a farmer 
with practically nothing save the farm and 
a crib full of golden corn, Upon this corn 
he depended until another harvest. It meant 
food and clothing for himself, his wife and 
one unmarried Saughter and money for 
taxes. As time passed his eyesight failed 
rapidly and a week ago day became night 
to his vision. He could only distinguish 
forms indistinctly, He frequently  talke 
about the corn and expressed apprehension 
lest it be stolen. He had heard of the man 
thefts in the county and feared his eri 
would be visited. 

Early Wednesday evening he was alone 
in the house with his daughter. Katherine 
one George Falls, the. hired man, Mrs. 
Prendergast having.gone to the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. Leon Mareschall, for a 
Visit of a few days. 

About 8 o'clock a wagon drove up the 
road and the old man asked who was in 
it. Falls replied that he made out two ne- 
groes and remarked: 

Bétter look out for your corn!” 

An hour later all went to bed. It is evi- 
dent, however, that the septuagenarian had 
no intention of sleeping. He partly un- 
dressed and rested on the bed, his shot- 
gun held in his arms. Although he could 
not see he could hear, and toward midnight 
one sense, rendeted more acute by the loss 
of another, told. him that some one was 
stealing his precious corn. 

He slowly groped his way downstairs, 
maxing no noise, slipped out the back door 
and moving between the trees, every one 
of which he had watched grow from sap- 
lings, he soon arrived at the corn-crib, 

“xactly what happened may never be 
known. Two shots rang out. 

They were heard by Katherine, who 
jumped out of bed and called ‘her father. 
There was no answer She ran fo his 
room. He was gone and so was his gun. 
Clad only in her night dress and bare- 
footed, she ran into the yard and in front 
of the corn crib saw a wagon, into which 
two men were climbing. She ran out to 
them and, not heeding where she went, 
stumbled and fell acrogs something. A 
groan came from the object and she repeg: 
nized by the aid of the moonlight her old 
father, who pressed his hand to his left 


side. 

Jumping to her feet the girl ran to the 
wagon, screaming, “You thieves! you 
murderers! you've killed my father!” 

Strange to say the men had not driven off 
and the white-robed girl tried to jump into 
the vehicle. One of the occupants thrust 
Seon in her face and told her to “get 

Still she tried to clutch them—she a wo- 
unarmed, even undressed, 
wished to avenge that murder in some man- 
ner. One of the men laughed and struck 
her on the stle of the head. She fel] to the 
ground 'a- second time and they lashed 
their horses.into a gallop. 

By this time the hired man, who had been 
cowering’ in’ the bem came trembling to 
her assistance; Together they lifted the 
farmer,and.bore kim into the house. 

Then Katherine told Falls to run to the 
house of‘ John Brennan, her brother-in-law. 
Thé place was a quarter of a mile distant. 
The man demurred, evidently afraid, put at 
last he started, and Katherine was left 
alone with her dying father. She sat on the 
floor and held his head in her lap. He must 
have been in at Bae ‘agony, but he tried to 
allay his daughter’s fears by saying that he 
was not much hurts They were there. to- 
gether more than twenty minutes, and dur- 
ing that time the girl tore open her father’s 
shirt and endeavored to check the flow of 
blood with her nightgown. 

When John Brennan arrived the wounded 
man was so near-death that he could not 
speak. Ten minutes later he ceased _ to 
breathe—his head was still resting in his 
daughter’s lap. 6

Nothing could be done until daylight save 
summon the neighbors, and so the hired man 
was sent to all Houses within a mile, and 
when the sun rose.a score of farmers 
had gathered. Then a messenger was sent 
to break the news-to Mrs. Prendergast, who 
is 65 years of age. Another went to the 
city and told the daughters, Winnifred and 
Margaret. The former is married to 
Charles Mareschall and lives at 4014 Fair- 
fax avenue. The‘latter is the wife of John 
Watson, an employe of the Mound City 
Express. 

Daybreak saw the arrival at the house of 
the two married daughters, Eliza and Dora, 
the former the wife of Leon Mareschall, 
the latter of John Brennan. At 8 o'clock the 
aged widow was brought to the home. 
She was so weak she had to be carried 
indoors. It is thought she will soon fol- 
low her husband to the grave. 

Meanwhile John Brennan and a neighbor 
had started on horseback for Clayton. They 
returned with Deputy Sheriff Autenreith, at 
11 o'clock, and then began a search for the 
murderers. In the corn crib were found 
three sacks, which had been filled with corn 
and lugged to the door. Two of them were 
tied at necks with fish lines. On the floor 
was a curiously-shaped knife, resembling a 
pruning hook. The door was riddled by a 
charge of buckshot. The old man’s gun was 
empty. Though blind his aim had been true, 
as direeted by sound. Whether he fired first 
or last is not known. The two reports were 
almost simultaneous. 

Castle Black, a negro, lives a mile up the 
road from Prendergast’s. He told the deputv 
Sheriff that Walter Black and Jim Stuart 
had been at his house playing dominoes all 
evening. They left shortly after 11 o’clock. 
They were in a spring wagon, and their way 
home to Sand Town lay directly past Micn- 
ael Prendergast’s door. 

Castle Black was shown the knife found in 
the corn crib. He said it belonged to 
Jim Stuart. He recognized it by the curved 
blade and notches in the handle, and had 
seen it in Stuart’s possession while they 
were playing dominoes, Castle moreover 
said that when his visitors left Wednesday 
night they tried to borrow a lantern. AS 
it was moonlight he asked what they wished 
it for They replied that they might meet 
a mad dog, and laughed. 

The Deputy Sheriff went to Sand Town. 
He found Stuart and Black at their homes 
and arrested them. In the huts were pieces 
of fish line corresponding to that with which 
the sacks were tied The men denied all 
knowledge of the crime. They were hand- 
cuffed and taken to the Prendergast home. 
There Katherine said she thought she rec- 
ognized Stuart as the one who haf struck 
her, but was not positive, as the moon was 
shining full in her face. 

Coroner Rouse arrived from Clayton at 4 
o’clock. He made an autopsy and found 
that a revolver bullet had entered the old 
farmer’s side below the heart. 

An inquest was immediately held and the 
evidence related above was brought out. 
The Coroner ordered that Jim Stuart and 
Walter Black be held for the murder of 
Michael Prendergast and they were hurried 
off to the County Jail. 


Funeral services over the remains of the 
murdered farmer were held at the little house 
Friday morning at 10 o’clock. Fr, Winkle. 
mann of St. Mary's Church, Bridgeton, said 
the prayers for the dead. There were nearly 
300 farmers present, and all followed the 
hearse to the cemetery at Bridgeton. Half 
these men had been at the house al night

ogs.”’ 

In a few minutes, he claims, a light sprin 
wagon with two horses attached dashe 
past his vehicle. He noticed three men in 
it, but»could not tell their color, although he 
distinctly remembers one wore a small black 
cap. He said he drove on home then, and 
knew nothing of the murder until sum- 
moned to the inquest. He had a 38-caliber 
revolver with him, but never removed it 
from his pocket. He took it along for protec- 
tion against dogs. The wagon and one horse 
belonged to him. 

Stuart is a gruff-looking mulatto, about 
5 feet 10 inches, and says he is 2% years of 
age. He has a dissipated face and his ha- 
bitual scowl makes him repulsive. 

Black is a full-blooded negro, four years 
younger than Stuart, and not quite so tall. 
He corroborated his companion’s story in 
the main, but got slightly mixed on de- 
tails, declaring neither had a gun, and the 
mysterious wagon containing three men 
passed them nearer the scene of the murder 
than half a mile. 

The knife found and identified as his he 
disclaimed, saying hahaa lost.one: like it 
about four months ago.

A VISIT 10 THE 
CIRCUS HORSES 


SLEEK STEEDS THAT HELP EN- 
TERTAIN THE POPULACE. 


THE MAN WHO BOSSES THEM. 


Ringling Brothers’ Stable E£uperin- 
tendant, S. Delavan, Talks About 
His Four Hundred Charges. 


Ringling Brothers Horse Show was a fea- 
ture of the Circus Thursday evening. When 
the performance was almost half over some 
250 or 300 horses and ponies paraded around 
the hippodrome track. They marched in 
fours, with a groom to each quartette, It 
was rather a new experience to them, but 
the docile creatures took it in good part 
and pranced slowly before the admiring 
multitude as though conscious of the hit 
they were making. 

The draught horses came first, then the 
racers, then the ring performers, then the 
ponies, then the trick donkies, and bring- 
ing up the rear with his proud head held 
high and his symmetrical hoofs spurring 
the springy earth, came Silver King. 

The other horses aroused admiration, but 
this magnificent cream colored stallion, ex- 
cited adulation. He looked every inch a 
king. There was grace in every line, cour- 
age, intelligence and gentleness in his eye 
oe the refinement of blood in his noble 

ead. 

An impression exists that Silver King is 
an Arabian steed. He fulfills all the re- 
quirements of the ideal. He might pose as 
a model for the steed of Saladin or the 
destrier who died in battle with the great 
Ear] of Warwick. But as a matter of fact 
the King is a Kentucky thoroughbred, 
born of cream-colored mother, whose chief 
characteristics were an aristocratic bear- 
ing and the temper of a fiend. His sire is 
not known. In this the King is like the 
original Morgan horse, of whom it was said 
that the proof of his pedigree was in his 
progeny. The King has many physical 
traits of the Morgans—thick, curved neck, 
small ears, delicate muzzle, broad fore- 
head, round hoofs, deep chest, short back 
and fine though luxuriant mane and tall. 
He is 5 years old and has never felt the 
weight of harness. His only task is to ap- 
pear twice a day in the ring and show how 
well he understands English as she is 
spoke by his trainer, Edward wry 

The inglings’ horses and stables are 
under the care of 8. Delavan, who is known 
to nearly every horse dealer in America. 
A saurey, middle-aged man, with a keen, 
though kindly eye, and the placid manner 
that men who are much with horses usu- 
ally take on, Mr. Delavan is as much of 
an institution with the Ringlings as they 
are with him. For nine years he has had 
control of thelr stock, and they would no 
more think of buying a horse without his 
approval than they would of letting the 
lions run at large in the horse tents. He 
buys all the horses, orders their provender 
and is chief surgeon as well as superin- 
tendent. He is as watchful of his charges 
as though they were ladics, and when a 
hostier shows bad temper that hostiler is 
forthwith out of a job. 

The horse tents of the circus are one 
of the Interesting features of the establish- 
ment. They are three in number—one for 
the draught horses, one for the menage, 
ring and race horses and one for the po- 
nies and donkeys. 

Supt. Delavan showed a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter through the stables tn the early 
morning. An enormous wagon was being 
loaded with the stable sweepings. This 
refuse is a fine fertilizer, and the circus 
people would be glad to give it away, but 
the truck farmers do not seem to appreciate 
its vaiue, and it is hauled several miles and 
dum into the river. 

The first stable visited was that set apart 
for the draught horses, about 300 in number. 
They are nearly all of Percheron and Nor- 


man blood. 
“IT don’t like the full-bloods as well as the 
five-eighths or three-quarters for our pur- 
.” gaid Mr. Delavan. “They are apt to 
Be clumsy. Take this fellow for instance,” 
placing his hand on the rump of an iron 
gray. “He weighs 1,00 pounds and is three- 
quarters Percheron.

A 
draught horse is ready for business when he 
is 56 years old, I buy ours in Illino's and In.

The statistical report of the Lumbermen’s 
Exchange for the month of April has just 
been issued by Secretary George E. Wat- 
son. It shows rail receipts 6,485 cars, against 
5,780 cars in April, 1896; river receipts 2,172,- 


| 000 feet, against 2,285,000 in 1896; and ehip- 


ments 3,459 cars, against 3,368 cars during 
the corresponding month of last year.
